A pair of 
crutches, a wheeled chair, a back 
rest or a bedside table are some- 
times urgently needed and soon 
finished with. The average rural 
family cannot afford a complete 
supply of such equipment, but the 
members of the family may need 
it as badly as city dwellers do 


Women in Greene-township, Shel- 


by County, took a long step toward 
solution of the problem whett'they 
canvassed their'township and made 
a survey of all the sick room equip- 
ment owned in the township. Then 
they posted a-list in the central- 
ized township school, showing what 
articles were available, and who 
owned them Now, when sickness 
attacks a Green township family, 
reference to the list shows where 
the necessary appliances can be 
located and borrowed from their 
owners, to whom they are returned 
when they are no longer needed 
by the borrower. The list was com- 
piled during-the working out trf 
a project In home care of the 
sick,, sponsored by the Agricultural 
Extension Service of the Ohio 
State University, and directed by 
Miss Wanda Przyluska, extension!
